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EDITORIAL NOTES 


FROM TIME TO TIME ECHOES REACH THE Booklist office of dissatis- 
faction with the monthly list of fiction. Sometimes the complaint is 
that the novels are too “high brow,” sometimes that they are too 
morbid, and sometimes that they are too frank in dealing with sexual 
relations. By all of which we are reminded of the answer of a coun- 
tryman when someone criticized the members of a neighborhood 
church. “If the Lord,” he said, “wants a church in this village, I 
guess he’s got to take such as there be.’”’ When the novelists write 
stories more direct in manner, more wholesome in tone, and more 
restrained in discussion of sex, the Booklist will list them. In the 
meantime we have to take “such as there be.” 

We cannot emphasize too often the fact that the selection of the 
titles included is not a personal or arbitrary one. The title of every 
novel is submitted on the weekly tentative list to librarians in libraries 
of different types and localities who vote for or against the inclusion 
of books which they have actually read. This vote, which is the basis 
of each choice, is supplemented by the printed reviews and by careful 
reading in the Booklist office. 

The fiction list this month contains about one-eighth of the novels 
submitted to us and by us to the voting librarians. We feel that it is 
a representative list of the best novels of every type published during 
the period covered. And we hope that the notes are so explicit that 
every librarian can decide from them which books are and which are 
not appropriate for her shelves. 

One of them, Awake and rehearse, by Bromfield will be disliked 
by readers who object to morbid stories. Some of them—The burn- 
ing fountain and Back to stay, certainly, and No love, As far as Jane’s 
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grandmother’s, The heaven and earth of Dona Elena, perhaps—will 
appeal only to readers of sophisticated tastes. We often hear the 
argument that such titles should be excluded from a list of books 
meant primarily for small and medium-sized libraries. We cannot 
agree. Certainly if none of these books were purchased by any small 
or medium-sized library in the United States a great number of read- 
ers would be deprived of books they would enjoy and to which they 
have a right. The inclusion of a title in the Booklist does not mean 
we are recommending it for purchase in every library. It merely 
means that it is in our opinion one of the outstanding books consid- 
ered during the past month. We attempt in our note to describe it as 
clearly as possible. 

For those readers who like a straightforward story, this month’s 
list contains Diver’s A wild bird, Le May’s Pelican coast, Mulford’s 
Me an’ Shorty, Oppenheim’s latest novel, Sabatini’s The romantic 
prince, Stribling’s Strange moon, Venable’s Brave rifles, and Wid- 
demer’s Rhinestones. They are of different types, of course, some 
sentimental, some adventure stories, but in all of them the story’s the 
thing. For light reading there is Stewart’s Father William and the 
more sophisticated fun of Bedel’s Molinoff. The outstanding book of 
the month is probably the German war story, All quiet on the Western 
front. 

Librarians whose patrons object to books dealing frankly with 
matters of sex will not want to buy Dark star or Young Woodley. 
We hope our notes have made that clear. It is comparatively easy to 
be explicit in instances such as these, where the objectionable matter 
is inherent in the theme. It is more difficult in books like No love, 
where any offense that could be given is in minor incidents. It is such 
an incident as this that made us feel that Sabatini’s Romantic prince 
is inappropriate for the High School List. 

Finally we want to call attention once more to the Small Library 
List. Most of the criticism concerning novels included comes from 
librarians of small libraries. We realize how important it is that 
every cent spent for books in such libraries be spent wisely, and our 
Small Library List is made with this end in view, listing only novels 
of the most general appeal and omitting all which could give offense 
to any reasonable reader. 
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Librarians desirous of owning for themselves, or their libraries, 
the volume of essays written by the colleagues of Dr. Herbert Put- 
nam, in honor of his thirtieth anniversary as Librarian of Congress, 
may secure it from the Yale University Press whose imprint it bears. 
The essays included are by leading librarians in the United States 
and abroad and cover library, bibliographical, and historical sub- 
jects. The price of the book is twelve dollars. 


FROM SOME NEW BOOKS 


AND MEN WILL NOT UNDERSTAND US—for the generation that grew up before us, 
though it has passed these years with us here, already had a home and a calling ; 
now it will return to its old occupations, and the war will be forgotten—and the 
generation that has grown up after us will be strange to us and push us aside. 
\Ve will be superfluous even to ourselves, we will grow older, a few will adapt 
themselves, some others will merely submit, and most will be bewildered ;—the 
years will pass by and in the end we shall fall into ruin. 

But perhaps all this that I think is mere melancholy and dismay, which will 
fly away as the dust, when I stand once again beneath the poplars and listen to 
the rustling of their leaves. It cannot be that it has gone, the yearning that 
made our blood unquiet, the unknown, the perplexing, the oncoming things, the 
thousand faces of the future, the melodies from dreams and from books, the 
whispers and divinations of women, it cannot be that this has vanished in bom- 
bardment, in despair, in brothels. 

Here the trees show gay and golden, the berries of the rowan stand red among 
the leaves, country roads run white out to the sky-line, and the canteens hum 
like beehives with rumours of peace. 

I stand up. 

I am very quiet. Let the months and years come, they bring me nothing more, 
they can bring me nothing more. I am so alone, and so without hope that I can 
confront them without fear. The life that has borne me through these years 
is still in my hands and my eyes. Whether I have subdued it, I know not. But 
so long as it is there it will seek its own way out, heedless of the will that is within 
me,

What we want in books for young people is what we want in books for our- 
selves—life in all its infinite variations and art in all its manifold forms. .. . 
So we have the creative force itself working for literature for young people, 
and stimulating and encouraging it we have other forces of great importance. 
Since 1850 public libraries have come to play an increasingly important part in 
the educational and pleasure life of American cities and towns. Along with the 
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general library have developed the children’s departments, intelligently and 
actively presenting their stock of carefully chosen books. Then, too, a quiet 
revolution is going on in schools. Teachers concern themselves more and more 
with the children’s reading of other than school books of the old order for these 
new books have the depth and richness that make them educationally valuable. 
The demand for books from the libraries together with the work of schools has 
had its effect upon parents and other people who like to buy books for children. 
All these influences together have wrought upon bookstores. Where children’s 
books were once a seasonal business these books are now stocked, displayed, and 
sold the year through.
